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7. Carefully wedge a gap at the 
window and frame using the HPC 
No.AW-99 Air Wedge®. Use the 
HPC No.AS-1 AutoSleeve™ to 
prevent damage to the weather 
stripping and automobile finish. 
Note: Extra care should be taken 
when prying the door away from 
the door frame. 


9. If the vehicle keys are locked in the trunk, 
reach for the trunk release button on driver 
side door panel. 


8. Insert the HPC Button Clutch, 
Part Number CO-87 through the gap. 
Position the snare tip of the tool 
around the door button, snag button 
and pull upward on the tool pulling up 
button. Remove tool and deflate Air 
Wedge® before opening door. 
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10. Lock Picking Style: HPC Car Opening 
Authority Technique PX: Ignition Lock: Acc./On/ 
Start = CW, Off/Lock = CCW. Driver Side Door 
Lock: Lock = CW, Unlock = CCW. Passenger Side 
Door Lock: None. Trunk/Hatch Lock: Unlock = 
CW. Glove Box: None. 


11. Vehicle Air Bag 
Locations: Driver Side 
Steering Wheel, Seatback, 
Side Curtain, Passenger 
Side Front Dash. 


12. Ignition Lock Removal: 
Dash Mount. Tumblers: 8/ 
Tumbler Positions: 1-8. Vehicle 
Code on Cylinder: None. 
Transponder: Circle+.

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13. Carefully pull outward on cylinder 
trim ring. This ring snaps into place. 


14. Remove side dash panel. (2 snap clips) 


15. Remove bottom portion of 
dash panel. 5 (7mm) bolts. 
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16. Remove diagnostic port plug from 
bottom panel and set panel aside. 


17. You are now able to see and reach depression 
pin. With lock in “On” position, depress on cylinder 
depression pin located at the four o’clock portion of 
ignition lock housing. 


18. Pull outward 
on ignition lock to 
remove. 
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19. Picture of ignition 
lock. 


20. To disassemble ignition 
lock, carefully remove 
depression pin only. Do not 
over bend tension spring. 


21. Push back on core holing pin to slide core out 
from housing.

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25. HPC Specialty Tools Needed: HPC AST6 Door clip removal tool. 


26. At door edge, remove screw access cap 
and 1 (T-25) screw. 


27. Remove handle portion of lock face cap. 
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28. Slide handle towards 
door edge and pull 
outward to remove. 


29. Door Panel Removal. Although it 
may look like you can remove the door 
cylinder without removing the door 
panel, the door cylinder is held into 
place by a wire C-Clip and has a driver 
attached to the cylinder. 


30. Remove 1 (T-30) screw 
at lever release. Pull 
outward and disconnect 
power lock plug. 
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31. At armrest cup, remove 2 
(T-30) screws and remove power 
window assembly. Remove door 
panel. 


32. Pull back on door liner 
to access door lock. 


33. Reach into door cavity and disconnect 
linkage to remove lock housing. Notice wire 
clip holding cylinder into place. 
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34. Picture of door lock. 


35. Tumblers are visible through drain hole. 


36. To disassemble door lock, remove 
face cap, c-clip and driver.
